British Columbia Milling aud

The following ia a report upon thu miu- 
inp; property of tho British Columbia 
Milling and Mining Company, rrudo to 
the directors by Goo. A. Koch, mining 
expert. 

This company was organized in 1878, 
during the quaitz mining excitement, 
secured several locations on thu Bonanza 
lode in Cariboo, near William's creek, 
and laid down at a cost of some §75,000 
• complete twenty stamp mill, ruck- 
crusher and sawmill. Afiur thu general 
collapse, which occurred in the fall of 
that year, caused by an undue inflation of 
mining stocks before any development 
had actually commenced, the company, 
feeling that further assessments upon the 
stockholders would bo fatal to tho interest 
of the enterprise, decided upon shutting 
down, preserving their machinery, and 
protecting their claims for future opera- 
tions, when a more propitious etito of 
mining affairs would warrant development, 
the directors and shareholders having 
every confidence in the value of their 
property and the ultimate success of the 
enterprise. 

The property of the company com- 
prises 4,500 feet on the Bonanza vein, 
known as the St. Lrwrenco, American 
and Cariboo claims, and 1,500 feet on the 
Wilkinson, together with tho machinery 
before referred to. 

The directors of the company are Mr. 
Joseph Heywoud, President; Air. Justice 
Gray, Messrs. J. H Todd, J. H. Turner, 
C. E. iledfern, I. OpptJnheimer and 
Frank Barnard. Geo. A Sargison; hoc 
retary. 

The successful working of the mine of 
this company will demonstrate beyond a 
doubt the valuo of the quartz interests of 
the Cariboo district, and the shareholders 
have the best wishes of tho entire popu- 
lation of tho province that their invest- 
ments may prove profitable. 

TUB REPORT. 

To Joseph IJeyxcood, Esq , President of the 
British Columbia Milling and Mining 
Company. 

Sir: — At the request of Mr. Joseph 
Mason by telegraph, dated tho -kh inat. , 
I have carefully examined your property, 
consisting cf the American, Cariboo, St. 
Laurent, and Wilkinson claims, . together 
with the machinery stored in the two 
buildings. Tho must prominent surface 
indications of tho existence of mineral- 
bearing veins I find in this district is the 
extremely largo chimney or blow-out, of 
quartz, which comes to tho surface near 
the lino, dividing the St. Laurent and 
Caribooolaims. It is a very prominent feat- 
ure and of itself speaks well for tho vein, us 
samples takon from it for u distance of 
750 feet, or up to the centre of the Oari - 
boo olaim, immediately over tho deep 
shaft, showed gold in four separate assays 
ranging from traces of gold up to $7 .30 
per ton of 2000 pounds, While its promi- 
nenoe and showing of gold would have 
been encouraging, that of itself would not 
by any moans havo beon sufficient to jtmti- 
tj any extraordinary eiponno except by way 
of prospering in sinking, Hay one hundred 
feet ou or near it, and then crosH-outting 
the vein and drifting some distanoe on it. 

But the GO-foot abaft, mink some 700 feet 
from the great blow-out or chimney, has to 
a great extent done tho developing men- 
tioned abovo. 

The tunnel which taps tho vein is driven 
jn the hill about tho centre of tho three 
first mentioned dafmijand taps aud cross- 
cuts tho vein fifty feot from tho surface, 
where the vein continues its course as on 
the Burfaes, a little went of northwest, ami at 
tl|at point I find the vein between wallu to 
tie 17 foot. It is truo, n large amount of 
glate (all ot which i" highly metaline) in 
more or Icbb intermixed with tho quartz in 
tHe vein. 

The greater portion of the ore at that 
point is white quartz, which oarrles 
about $3 por ton of gold; yet in 
many places tho oro is heavily 
charged with sulphurate; which assay 
from ?3 to so high as { 120 70 por ton; 
while tho entiro mass of the vein is high 
ly colored with ooppor Stains, which is in- 
dicative of a strong and living vein. You 
could not havo done otherwise than oun- 
tinuo your shaft below the level of the 
adit, with such encouraging prospects aud 
assurance of developing a good mine. 

I carefully examined your waste dutnp 
that came out of the shaft, as well as tho 
pVe now in tho ore-house, and tho dis- 
carded ore, Which had been thjgprn out 
«• refuse. J made but ouo assay of the 



waato dump, and two from the refuse ore, 
while I carefully samplod tho ore in tho 
ore-house, from which I made three as- 
says. 

My assay from tho waste dump allowed 
§6.20 por ton, while it ia quite possible 
that sumo will assay much higher, while 
other samples will only show traces of 
gold; yot I think eventually it will all be 
milled. 

Tho two assays from the discarded oro 
went jil 30 aud §47 03 respectively, while 
the samples from the ore-house assay- 
ed $14120, §80 03, and one traces of gold 
only. I made several other assays, 
which I kept no note of. 1 made them in 
order, if possible, to ascertain which par- 
ticular class of sulphurots carries tho 
gold, as, in some of my assays of oro from 
different mines, the allow ia very encour- 
aging, while in others tho showing of gold 
in small while tho ore looks equally good. 

You are no doubt aware that the vein 
ia not exco)ed by any work dono on the 
St. 'Laurent or American claims, yot be- 
yond a doubt tho vein ia continuous, and 
not only passes through tho claims but 
also far beyond, as ia evidenced by the 
work dono in tho Pinkerton shaft, sumo 
3,000 feet northwest from your shaft. 

True,' the work in that, shaft only ex- 
posed a small, or supposed small, vein, tho 
oro from which shows about the average 
amount of gold shown in the oro taken 
from the Cariboo shaft. As regards the 
narrowness of the vein at that point, it 
can be accounted for, in two ways; first, 
it ia true, tho owners cut through tho 
ore, coming to a supposed alato wall, 
but it ia quite possible, had they cut 
through tho elate more oro would have 
been found. (See report tj government.) 

Yet, I will admit, it ia possible that 
they did cut through all the oro that ex- 
isted at that point; but it must be ro- 
membered that veins do not continue iho 
same width to great distances, and even 
whero they do continue tho same width 
between walla, they do not always carry 
tho samo width of ore; nor must you be 
surprised, in working your mine, to some- 
times come upon places in your vein 
which do not carry any ore at all; b;it 
your mine is, however, safe if you cou 
tinue to have good walls. 

Thus the neceea ty of keeping a mine 
well prospected and open, in advance of 
tho capacity () f the reduction works, not 
only to insure a ateady supply of ore but 
to guard against delay in case of all ac- 
cident in any part of tho mine. Returning 
to tho southeast end of thu St. Laurent 
claim, no work has been dune to expose tho 
vein; yet it can he traced where it emsaia 
Stout's gulch, and again at the Can. n, 
as it passes up through the "Black Jack" 
hydraulic claim towards tho Wilkinson, 
and old Proserpine claims and not mak- 
ing an angle and passing below the old 
Cooper shaft and to the Vivian claim as 
formerly supposed, 

In fact, so far as developments have 
been made on the mines of this district, 
your veiu surely deserts* the name it is 
known by, viz ,"B' nanza." Some would go 
so far na to assert that you have a great 
mine; Icannot do bo. I will, however, go 
so far as to say that your showing is ex- 
ceptionally good. Few mining men in 
any country have such encouraging pros- 
pects upon which to commence operations. 
Tho increase in the percentage of tho 
aulphurets denotes a continuance or per- 
manency of tho vein. You will not be 
likely to find such a high percentage of 
Bulphurots in all the workings of the 
mine, any more than you will always bo 
likely to have a 22 foot vein, yet sufficient 
can be seen to justify the erection of per- 
manent hoisting and pumping machinery. 

I find amongst your machinery, power 
sufficient for a 40-ctunp mill, with auili- 
cient power to spare to drive tho neoes- 
sary concentrators. 

The pans, and immense amount, of ac- 
companying machinery, are useless in 
this district. A very small percentage of 
tho gold will bo saved in thu batteries 
and outside plates. The pulp mutt then 
pass over concentrators, whero from 70 
to 90 per coot, of the sulphurotu are ga- 
thered; they must then be roasted in or- 
der to de-sulphurize them, when they are 
then chloridized. The process is nut ho 
expensive as continuous amalgamation 
(pan process), us the original coat, includ- 
ing freight, engine power, steam to drive 
them, wear of pans, shoes, etc., makes 
continuous amalgamation in a district like 
this extremely expensive. True, you lose 
the use of your pans but you gain power 
for 20 more stamps, which, with your 
mine, 1 think a great item, as I deem it 
advisable to crush all tins oro as it comes 
from the mine, as it is a very difficult 
matter to solect gold quartz unless you 
know that you uro passing through a bar- 
ren place in the vein. There are three 
kinds of concentrators now in use 
in California, the Truo, Challenge, and 
Golden Gate, all good. I, ua others, havo 
a choice. 1 must not neglect calling your 
attuntion to tho fact that the greatest care 
ahould be taken of boilers in su reim te a 
district as this; not alone in order to save 
the cost of buying and shipping, 
or repairing, but because when a 
b liler has to bo repaired or re- 
placed, either tho mine must close town 
and lill up with water, or the mill hangs 
idle, which always means a stoppage of 
income while expenses go on. I recom 
mend that all boilers in this district have 
attached to thorn a Llowo'lyn filterer and 
heater (Address J. ML, Slreeten; rooms 7* 
8; 330 1'ino street, for circular), universally 
used in San I'VancisCO aud the largest mills 
in Iho country. 'J here may bo nthera 
equally goqd, but they ara not in uao in 
California. 

I can say hut little in reference to tho 
Wilkinson claim. 1 have been to the 
mine four times, and lad to find any 
cause to change my original opinion of 
tho ground. I can bcu nothing to justify 
but one opinion, and that is, that it is a 
continuation of tho Bonanza vein, aud 
while nothing positive can be said as to 
the width of the vein at that point, Buffi- 
cient has been shown, by work dono on 
that claim, as woll a« on the Proserpine, 
(some 400 feet to tho south-east), to jus- 
tify mo in thinking the vein iu largo and 
atrong at that point. 

The Wilkinson shaft has caved bo bad- 
ly, that it. would be folly to re- open it. 
1 find many tons of ore on the dump, all 
of which is heavily charged with gold- 
bearing aulphurets, while the Blate which 
comes from thu vein at that point; aB well 
as from tho Proserpine shaft (which ia a 
hundred (eel deep), is also highly metal- 



ino. While the assays do not go so high 
as some of those of the Cariboo, they are 
more uniform, oven the slates showing 
well in gold, by assay. It would not,' in 
my judgment, be hazardous to prepare fer 
and sink a good working and pumping shaft 
on tho initio. Developments at the bottom 
of the 100-foot shaft, on tho Proserpina 
miuo, justify thuL conclusion. 1 consider 
tho property valuable. 

I will state, however, that in my judg- 
ment, Home considerable depth must be 
obtained before the vein will be found well 
iu place, or so miugly encased in truo walls 
as our California mines are usually fouud, 
aud indeed I may suy tho same of the Cari- 
boo; yet thousands of tons of pay-ore will 
bo milled before tho above-mentioned point 
is reached. 

I have just had the pleasure of going to 
tho bottom of your shaft on the Cariboo 
claim, which 1 Hud to be fifty feet deep 
from the level of the adit, making one hun- 
dred feet from tho surface, or from the 
point where the vein crosses the surface in 
its course from tho great blow-out toward 
the Lowhee creek and through the Ameri - 
can claim, 

I find the shaft has an irregular dip, but 
from top to bottom has au angle of about 
sixty-five degrees, At the bottom 1 was 
not surprised, after viewing the vein during 
my descent, as nothing but quartz thickly 
interspersed with sulphurots is visible ou 
all sides. 

I find the veiu to be well encased in truo 
walls at the. bottom, except that the quartz 
seems to have an inclination to reach out 
in tho hanging wall. The veiu is twenty- 
three feet wide at the bottom and doubtless 
will continue to be that, or perhaps increase 
in width as depth ia attained. 1 find about 
eight feet of the vein next to the hanging 
wall highly impregnated with aulphurets of 
the same general character as those in the 
ore house, which evidently came from tho 
bottom of the shaft; also about four feet of 
the oro on tho foot wall almost identical 
with that on the banging wall, while tho 
remaining portion of tho vein seems to bo 
composed of white quartz, evidently of a 
low grade, yet containing some sulphurots. 
I consider the outlook extremely encour- 
aging, and have sampled it for assays. 
Depth will, beyofd doubt, make a great 
improvement in the value of the property, 

1 consider the selection of your null ait e 
a very poor one, aud refer you to my 
report to the government on that 
subject; also to tho subject of man- 
ager, which, next to the mine, ia tho 
all important point to insure success. 
You will recollect that, while many 
gold mines pay uniformly for 
hundreds of feet iu depth, that it is ex- 
tremely difficult to sample a gold mine 
and say what it will mill per ton, aud 
more particularly in a sulphuret mine, aa 
often within the space of one foot two 
samples may be taken, one allowing traces 
of gold only, while tho other may assay 
several hundred dollars por ton. I also 
find that, oven in tho aulphuret or.-s of 
this district, spots will be found some dis- 
tance from tho surface where the showing 
of free-gold exceeda that which is locked 
up in thesurroundingsulphureti.ThatmuBt 
not lead the miner astray aud Cause him 
to think he can save the gold without 
concentrating, for, while such spnta may 
frequently occur, yot all the miuoa 
so far discovered in this district are strict- 
ly gold-bearing sulphuret veins. I do 
not advise you as t i tho manner of com- 
mencing tho work on your mines, aa when 
you decide to commence operations, you 
will doubtless secure a practical man as 
manager. I remain, very respectfully,

A DISABLED NAVY. 



Tlio annual report of the United States 
construction bureau in rather yloomy read- 
ing, It oonveya a depressing idea of the 
condition ot tho naval foroeB of the repub- 
lic Foremost we learn that the ateel 
cruisers Atlanta anil Boston nro at the navy 
yard, Brooklyn, N. Y. They liuvo both 
been dookod and their bottoms cleaned ami 
painted, and independent of tho work 
■which hud to be done by the government to 
lit them for sea, alterations and tulditious 
have been and aro being made to them as 
called for from time to tini'j by the advisory 
board. The Chicago is still at Chester, 
and tho work 011 her is now being pushed 
rapidly toward completion. The appropri- 
ation ot $'JC>,8i!l made under the act of 
July 2li, 1886, will not be Bnfllcient to com- 
plete the work on these vessels, and in order 
that no delay in its prosecution may be 
occasioned by the lack of funds, hfl lias 
asked fur an additional appropriate 
$r>('>,00Q, which, it is expected, will complete 
the vessels, provided no further alterations 
nor extra work involving any considerable 
expenditure of money and time are recom- 
mended by tho advisory board. The Lack- 
awana, now at tho iluro islaud navy yard, 
California, while not yet condemned, can- 
not be repaired for active service, and it is 
suggested that she bo converted into a 
cruising ship to replace the old line of bat • 
tlo ship Independence, which ii now unfit 
for further use as n receiving ship. The 
Tennessee, the only tirst rate wooden vessel 
in activo service, can be kept in aervico but 
a few mouths more. She is undoubtedly 
in very bad condition, her main walo strakes 
are so badly decayed as to preclude their 
being recalked, and her lower niasthoads 
are so badly decayed that it is not consider- 
ed prudent to carry a press of sail upon 
them. The Shenandoah also has been sur- 
veyed and found to be beyond repair. Tho 
number of serviceable vessels in the navy 
has thus been reduced to two tirst-rato, 
ten second-rato, twenty third rate, and 
seven fourth-rate vessels. Tho latter class 
including two torpodo rams. The Franklin, 
Wabash, Minnesota and New York — all 
first-rate vessels— aro set down as requiring 
extensive repairs, and thirteen ironclads 
require more or less repairs. In addition 
to these vessels the naval list comprises 

. 'thirteen tugs and twelve wooden sailing 
vessels used for receiving and training ships. 
The now. vessels completed, building 
or authorized to b& built are summed up 
as follows: One (the Dolphin) complete, 
two (tho Boston and Atlanta) armament 
incomplete, live (tho Chicauo and the 
monitors) incomplete] 6vo(the Baltimore, 
Charleston and Newark and the gunboats) 
under advertisement, and four (an armor- 
ed cruiser, a battle ship, a pneumatic 
dynamite boat and a torpedo boat) not 
yet designed. To the above list of iron 
and steel steamers can be added tho Alert 
and Ranger, four guns each; the fllonoc- 
acy, paddlowheel gunboat, Bis guns; 
Michigan, paddlewheel gunboat, four 
guns; one gun, Intrepid (yet to bo com- 
pleted); gunboat, two 13 inch guna. The 
remainder of the iron-built vessels now 
in the service consitts of thirteen river 
and harhor monitors, with single screws, 
rated as. fourth rate. They could not be 
got ready for service without an expendi- 
ture of £200,000 under this bureau alone. 
Of the second rateH, tho Trenton, Omaha 
and Vandalia can probably bo continued 
in sorvice ten years longer, the Lancaster 
and Brooklyn Bix yoars, the Hartford, 
Richmo nd and Pensacola live years. Of 
tho third rates, tire Mohican can be con- 
tinued in tho service for ten years, the 
AdauiB, Alliance, Essex, Enterprise, Tal- 
lapoosa, Yantic and Nipsic for six years; 
the Juniata, Oaeipee, Quiunebaug, Swat- 

ara, Galena, Marion, Kiarsargo and Iro- 
quis tivo years longer. Plans and speci- 
fications have been completed for two 
composite built lino modeled vessels to 
be used as training: ships, and they could 
be commenced at once if an appropriation 
wero made for them. Tho buurd appoint- 
ed to design plans for the completion of 
the double turroted monitors has nearly 
finished its specifications. The chief con- 
structor recommends that in the event of 
only one of the larger vessels provided 
for at the last session of congress heing 
built at a navy yard it should be built at 
tho Brooklyn yard as that yard is, now in 
a condition to commence any such vessel 
unci carry on tho work with 301 10 rapid- 
ity. Great necessity exists i: bettor 
docking facilities in all nfttiy yards. 
This iB renderod more important on ac- 
f.-out of tho frequency with which tho 
ateel unsheathed vessels will require to be 
• locked to clean and paint their bottoms. 
In the event of a foreign war this great 
(deficiency would be seriously felt. 



Mr. Wbstimqhousb, tho inventor of 
tho Weatingbouse air brake,. one oF tho 
most important improvements ever de- 
vised in connection with railway mech- 
anics, is reported to havo made an equal- 
ly important discovery in connection with 
cloctric lighting, the result of which will 
be to largely reduce its cost. The details 
of tho new invention wero communicated 
by Mr. Weatinghouse to a reporter of a 
Pittsburg paper. A certain amount of 
technical knowledge is requirod to thor- 
oughly comprehend the explanation, 
whicn is couched in technical language, 
but a general idea of what has boon 
accomplished, may bo formed from tho 
following particulars. Tho cost of wire 
required for the transmission of the 
current over a distancu of four miles is 
reduced to the merest fraction of its pres- 
ent OOtt.HOne thousand lamps of sixteon 
candle power havo boon lighted 011 a six 
mile circuit, using a wiro of less than a 
quarter of an inch in diameter. Thirty 
pounds of copper wiro aro sufficient for 
j.ho armature of a machine capable of pro- 
ducing a current for 1,000 lights, whoro 
'225 pounds of wiro, under other systems, 
nre requirod on a machine capable of 
supplying only 250 lights. Another 
feature ol tho system permits tho regulat- 
ing of tho powor so as to enable tho num- 
ber of lights on a circuit to be increased 
or diminished to almost any extent with- 
out affecting the remainder,

ENGLAND. 
London, Dec. 1. — Tho cross-examina- 
tion ofMias llaer was continued ut length. 
Being asked to confirm her statement 
that tlie Duko of Malboreugh and Lady 
Colin sat together liko a pair of lovers 011 
a seat in the Paddington railway station, 
tho witness simply said she was sure it 
was a seat on tho platform. Being re- 
ferred to her statement to a man servant 
named O'Neill that Lady Colin pasaed 
every night at Leigh court with the Duko 
of Malborough, witness denied she over 
told O'Neill any such thing. Sim simply 
told him she thought so. Replying ti an 
interrogatory by tlie jodge, witness mid 
sho believed tho Duko ot Malborough and 
plaintiff were together nightly when their 
bedrooms adjoined at Leigh court, during 
the Easter season, but witness had no 
reason lo beliuve they wore together at 
othur times. The judge asked her why 
she told tho man servant, O'Neill, they 
wore ' together at night while at Leigh 
jourt. during tlio Christmas holidays in 
188U. Witness replied, "That can't ho 
so." TI113 contradiction caused a sensa- 
tion. After recess Miss liaer did not at 
once appear on tho witness Bland. The 
judge took his seat and waited 5 minutes, 
when he Bent tor the young woman. Miss 
Baer Jearae in, complaining of faintness, 
EUsuming her place she said Luly Colin 
possessed a peculiar doorkey, and it had a 
tongue on h itli ends. Tho witness im 
aginodono end was for a lock on her own 
door and the other for t lit* t of the Duko 
of Malborough's residence. Witness said 
Lady Colin used preventative medicines 
aud got sick every time she used them, 
but witness did not infer from this that 
her mistress was habitually doing wrong, 
While brujhing Lady Ooliu's hair in her 
room at Luigh court sumo one tried tiio 
door aud then went away. When all 
were leaving Leigh court, the arlist, Fit/. 
Henry, witness said, spoke to her aud 
said Lady Colin had not taken due notice 
of him as she had so many other gentle- 
men, but he should be able to make up 
for lost time as he was going to Paris with 
her. When he said this Fitz Henry had 
a bouquet for L.idy Colin. Witness de- 
nied having Hent a letter to Lady Colin, 
menacing her with exposure. Adjourn- 
ment was then taken. 

GERMANY. 

Bkm/in, Dec. 1.— The Reichstag has con- 
cluded tho discussion of the budget. It 
decided to refor a certain section to tho 
budget committee and deal with the re- 
mainder at a future time. In the course of 
tho debate Ilorr Jacoby, secretary of dale 
for tho imperial treasury, denied that the 
establishment of atobacco monopoly formed 
part of the programme of tho government. 

Justus Klotz, progressionist candidate for 
the ReichBtagiu the first electoral district of 
Borlin, is conducting a vigorous campaign, 
addressing meetings wherever tho social 
democratic element is prominent. His 
speeches aro received with enthusiasm, 

Eugene Riohter, Sohinok, Von Saiufen- 
berg and Albert Fru'ger aro giving him 
their support, These speakers announce a 
progressiienst party, and will vote against 
prolonging the operation of the socialist law. 
Uerr Keichensperger's duelling bill is now 
before the Heichstag, aad aims chiefly at 
the suppression of duelling by which tho 
person thawing the fatal lot commits sui- 
cide within a Bxed time, Tho press gener- 
ally ridicules tho bill, and asked Reichen- 
perger to produce authentic cases of such 
duels. 

A promising student at Englehardt uni- 
versity has been killed in a duel with pis- 
tols. His opponent fled. 

Duke Sdocklenburg-Schworin is in a criti- 
cal condition. The physicians ordeiedhim 
to go to Cannes for tho winter. 

FRANCE. 
PaBIS, Dec. 1 — M. Roquet, secretary 
of the Paris municipal council, has for- 
warded to the United States minister, 
McLsne, a petition adopted by tho coun- 
cil on Nov. 27ih asking for his inter- 
cession with the governor of Illinois in 
behalf of the condemned Chicago an- 
archists. McLano sent the following re- 
ply: As tho petition is destined for the 
governor of Illinois, and made with the 
object of sparing human life, I will not 
refuse my assistance if you persist in de- 
manding it] but allow me to inform you 
that in tho present caao it is useless. You 
can,' without disadvantage and with aB 
much efficiency, address yourself direct 
to the executive of Illinois, who alone 
has the power of granting a pardon. 
Without raising any objection to the ac- 1 
oomplishtmnt of your wishes, I bog you 
will rest assured that capital punishment 
ia applicable in no state of the union I 
"Mitical offenses. It is presoribed oulj 
ior odious crime against tho public, such 
as murder and rape committed under ag 
gravatod circumstances anil with pre- 
meditation. In political matters there 
oxists in the United Stages a moderation 
which even profound disagreements are 
powerless to alter in the discussion of 
great political and social problems. Touch- 
ing tho welfare of workers we proceed 
with wide liberty, showing a spirit of 
fraternjty and tolerance which renders 
violoncu inexcusable and always preju- 
dicial to its authors. When tho majority 
pronounces every 0110 submits. If this 
groat and salutary principle of ^'V' 11 ^ ex- 
pression to the will of tho majority, 
which forms tho basis of American insti- 
tutions bo ignored, social order, founded 
on liberty and fraternity, collapses, and 
socioty falls once moro into chaos." Mc- 
Lano, at M. Roquet's request, consented 

to transmit the council's petition to Gov. 
Ogiliby, 

Three of the Marseilles municipal 
oflicers, who luivo been on trial nt tho Aix 
asaizoB on chargoa of corruption, havo 
boon condemned tn civic degradation and 
to pay a lino of '200 francs each.

Secret iry Martin rofuaod to say what tho 
returns indicate, but from another reliable 
source it is, however, learned that there 
ia so far a preponderating majority against 
connection with tho knights, 

San FraNVISCO, Doc. 1. — The jury in 
tho case of Joshua Harabin, charged with 
the murder of Jonn Misaey, disagreed 
after being out 18 hours. It stood eight 
for acquittal and four for conviction. 
Judg i Tuohy reprimanded the jury fur 
not bringing in a verdict. 

Te [.rjveut inroads of "sc.ilpora" a now 
description of tickets has beju adopted on 
a number of eastern railroadi and will in 
all probability bo soon adopted by the 
Southern Pacific, At one end of the 
ticket is printed a complete personal des- 
cription of the possessor of the tiokot, 
young or old, light or dark, etc. The 
selling agent punchos out tho description, 
and the conductor is thcroby enabled to 
recognize passengers. 

In tho Hamblin caso, in discharging 
the jury, Judge Toohy Baid: "You twelve 
gentlemen have been entrusted with the 
facta of this caso that have been present- 
ed to you by careful and skillful counsel 
on both aides. I have nothing to say as 
to what has been proved or what has not. 
It is your province to determine that, but 
I will call your attention to this beforo j 
lot you go, and you know it, that there is 
a great deal of condemnation of tho courts 
of justice of (.his city and county on tho 
part of tho public expressed through thoir 
groat vehicle — the press — and prosecuting 
officers aro blamed for failures in tho ad- 
ministration of justice. Judgoa, so 
far as I know, have endeavored to 
do their duty; so have prosecuting 
officers, and whatever wrong thero h.-.s 
boon in tho delay or hindrance of the 
administration of justice, it cannot be 
traced to tho courta, It is tlio act of the 
jurors to whom is givon tho powor i f 
saying that this or th'it thing has been 
proved. When jurors refuso, or decline, 
or fail to exercise their judicial functions, 
and as they swear th ey will do when they 
l>o into the jury -box to properly admin - 
ister justice as it ia defined by law, the 
public eught to liold the jurors responsi- 
ble. You have been eighteen hours do- 
liberating over this case. I have not the 
least doubt in my mind, and I know tho 
counsel have not, that something Iuib been 
proved. There novor was a caso so clearly 
proved as the case that you have just 
tried, and if you gentlemen aro unwilling 
to determine what has been proven, the 
responsibility must rest with you, upon 
your shoulders aljne, and under tho cir - 
cumstances I will havo to oxcuso you 
from further deliberation on this caso. 

BOBTON, Dec. 1 — -The morning news - 
papers contained a statement as by u:itli- 
ority that tradic control has boon prac- 
tically concluded between the Canadian 
Pacific and Boston <fc Lowell railways, by 
which the former ia to use the track of 
tho latter in effecting a terminus at Bos- 
ton . "In certain respect i," says tho 
Transcript, "this is true, but that the 
control is concluded is far from true. Tho 
CP. R. has fixed upon Boston aa its At- 
lantic terminus in conaequonco ot tho ad- 
vantages offered by the extensive docks of 
Boston and Lowell. Tho directors of the 
Canadian Pacific hesitate about moving in 
tho mutter until thoy can deal with 
only olio corporation in tho United 
States. Just what tho Canadian Pacific 
propose! to do when it reaches Boston, 
whether to establish a steamship lino of 
its own or feud tho othur docs not ap- 
pear. One thing is settled — Boston will 
eventually bo tlio Atlantic terminus of 
tho railroad system stretched from Van- 
couver, in face of tho effort of tho Cana- 
dian government to compel the Canadian 
Pacific (which 's essentially an English 
corporation) to make St, John or Halifax 
its chief eastern coast depot." 

GLYNDON, Jliun., Deo. 1. — There was a 
collision this morning at 8 o'clock on the 
Northern Pacific between mail train No. 1 
aud tho east bound passenger No. G on a 
curvo two milos west of Muakndo. Both 
locomotives were smashed, and tho mail 
ear of No. 1 was turned. Conductor Eldred 
and tho engineer and fireman of No. (J woro 
all slightly bruised about the head, aud 
Mail Agent Linnen was similarly hurt, be- 
sides sustaining a dislocation of 
the shoulder. All wero Burgica'ly trail- 
ed hero and havo gouo to tho hospital 
at Brainerd. Part of tho mail was 
destroyed. Tho nidi train was five hours 
behind time, and the two trains had con- 
flicting orders. 

Ci.kvklani), O., Doc. 1. — A special 
from Youngstown, O., says: Tho indi- 
cations aro that a general strike among 
all coal minors in the Mahoning Valloy 
will bo on beforo the close of tho week, 
The men at several mines near here ro- 
contly demanded an advance of 10 cents 
por ton, tho present baBio bomg 65 oanti. 
The operators aftor considering tho mat- 
tor, refused to accept tho demand, claim- 
lug thoy could not afford to pay it and 
keep the mines in operation, though ad- 
mitting the wages earned by tho men woro 
very low. Today the miners in tho om- 
ploy of tho Witohhazel Coal Oo . , FoBtor 
& Co., and tho Manning Coal Co., num- 
bering in all upwards of a thousand, all 
struck and refused to work, stating thoy 
would not go in until tho advance was 
conceded. Tho demand wan made at tho 
Poland shaft and several others for an 
advanco, but as yot they have not come 
out, Both aides are firm, and a long 
look-out is oxpeotod by many. 



Dukai.h, Tux., Doc, 1. — Four negroes 
wore lynchod in this city on Monday 
night, for tho murder of a farinor named 
Geo. Taaft. The murder occurred in 
Indian territory. The negroes wero taken 
by force from Texas oflicors. 

Galveston, Deo. 1. — A special from 
Laredo says: A band of Mexican cattle 
thieves, numbering twelve, were captured 
twenty milos above hero this morning by 
a posse of Toxans. A largo quantity of 
bout was found in their possession; also 
lroraes which Were stolon. This hand has 
boon preying on American ranchmen for 
the past six months, and their dopruda- 
tin us have been Oil a wholesale scale. 

St. Louis, Dee. L. — A syndicate of St. 
Louis capitalists has been formed for tho 
purpose of establishing an Luanieuse cattle 
ranohe in Mexico. The laud to be purch- 
ased has already been selected and final 
arrangements nre being perfected for tho 
inauguration of the enterprise, Tho ranohe 
will comprise one million and a quarter 
acres in what is known uh the Free /one of 
tho stuto of Chihuah ua.

SUPPLEMENTAL KBPORT OP THE HE WURAO K 
COMMITTEE. 

To Hit Worship the Mayor unci Citi/ 
Council: 

Gentlemen:— Your committee on pub- 
lic acwerage beg loavo to submit the fol- 
lowing report, supplemental to that of 
Octobor 13th last. 

Since tho dato of tho lirst report tho 
chairman, in company with Lis Worship 
tho Mayor, visited several eastern cities 
— notably Winnipeg, Toronto and Mon- 
treal—and personally examined into tho 
inotbodB in use thero for disposing of tho 
Boworago niul othor deposits, and tho 
principles of taxation adopted, 

Tho outcome of tho invoa,igation oon- 
finuB tlie qoramittee's preconceived con- 
viction in favor 01 underground drainage 
as opposed tosurfaco drainage. 

In cities named arid in most Canadian 
towns the underground system i3 adopted 
and affords general yruti lioatiou iu a less- 
oned liability to diaonae and a low death 
rata. 

The sewerage of Winnipeg while uot 



porfeot, has greatly improved the public 
health, and typhoid, which at one time 
was vory prevalent, is now scarcely heard 
of. 

The aeworage of Winnipeg coat $600,- 
000. The city has a debt of $2,G70,000. 
The taxation is two per cent, on real es- 
tate, which is valued at $19,000,000. In 
spito of the heavy taxation debt, tho 
bonds of the city are quoted at 11.0. 

Toronto is blessed with underground 
sowe s everywhere, and is now contem- 
plating an expenditure of §1,000,000 in 
the enlargement of the main sowers, so as 
to allow a more rapid How of tho deposits. 

The assessed value of Toronto real es- 
tate is §72,000,000. There is also a tax 
on poraonal property at a valuation of 
§10,000,000. Tho debt is §7,500,000. 
The assessment is sixteen and a half mil'i, 
about If per cent, on the dollar. In ad- 
dition there is a frontage tax for Bewerago 
purposes, and in sotno instances a special 
assessment for the same purposes. Thero 
is also a special tax for bloek-paving un- 
der the heading of local improvements 
which is paid by property owners, in front 
of whose property improvements aro made. 

Surface drainage is overywhere con- 
demned as injurious to public hoalth, 
and impossible to maintain in 
an efficient state except ■ where 
a largo body of running water is available 
for Hushing purposes. That surface drain- 
age has been abandoned in tho east iu favor 
o.' the underground system is the strongest 
evidence your committee have to offer in 
support of their recommendation of Octo- 
ber 13th. 

In Toronto the cost of the maiu sowers 
is borne by tho city at largo. The cost of 
lateral drains is borne. by tho ratepayers 
whose property may bo locally benefited. 

The sewerage system of Montreal in simi- 
lar to that of Toronto, with the difference 
that it is by no moans as perfect in tho 
former as in tho latter city. Unfortunately 
the lirst inhabitants of Montreal neglected 
to adopt hygienic precautious, and under- 
ground drainage was not undertaken until 
the city had attained largo proportions, and 
typhoid was then epidemic. The difficul- 
ties that then besot the city corporation 
wore so great that they have scarcely yet 
been overcome, and tho lower portion of 
the city is subject to overflow when the St. 
Lawrence rivor takes its annual rise. Tho 
effect upon tho sewerage system during 
high water may bo imagined. 

Your ( committee would respectfully 
urgo upon tho counoil tho early sub- 
missiou to tho ratepayers of u by- 
law to authorize the raising of a loan 
for underground aowerago purposes. 
They desire, however, to amend their re- 
commendation of October l.'ith as to the 
method of imposing a special tax for the 
purpose of securing sinking fund and in- 
terest by recommending that the fullost 
latitude be given ratepayers iti deciding 
how the rate shall be levied — by a front- 
ago tlx on real estate or a rate on the 
assessed value of real estate. 

Tho sanction of the ratepayers having 
boon obtained it will then be necessary to 
approsich the legislature with a petition 
for a private bill tj enable the city to 
undertake the work. 

The form of ballot which the com- 
mittee have the honor tj recommend is 
as follows:

The voter will be required to mark 
an + opposite the system of which he 
approves, and beneath the "aye" or "no" 
column at the head of the ballot If he 
should vote "no" as to sewerage it will 
not be necessary for him to vota "aye" or 
"no" on tho other questions. 

In submitting this report your commit- 
tee would remind tho council that by a 
direct vote of the ratepayers in 1885, the 
council of that year wore instructed to 
have plans and specifications prepared for 
a general underground sewerage Bystom. 
Those plans and specifications having 
been received it has become the duty of 
the present council to consult the rate- 
payers as to thoir wishes concerning the 
carrying out of the important work. 

Although tho ratepayers will be naked 
to sanction a loan of $500,000, tho bonds 
will be placed on the market only as the 
work progresses. 

As tho ollicial life of the prosent mayor 
and council is drawing to u close tho com- 
mittee would earnestly urge that early 
steps be taken to ascertain tho views of* 
the ratepayers, so that tho next council 
may either make arrangements to carry 
on tho work or sutler the scheme to lapse.

Couu. Biggins impressed upon tho meiu- 
bers the importance of attending the next 
J mooting prepared to take aotiou on tho 
I question. Tho committee did uot insist 
I upon tho present Hcherna boiug accepted 
I verbatim; they were willing to accept any 
reasonable amendment. It was tho clesirB 
of the committee to carry out tho wishes of 
the ratepayers to have Victoria regarded as 
u healthful place of resort. He stated that 
while east ho met two gentlemen who said 
they had traveled all over Europe, and thoy 
regarded Victoria as ono of the most beau- 
tiful cities in tho world, but thero was ono 
groat fault and that was the imperfect drain- 
age system. He beliuvod it no libel on tho 
oity to say that tho drainage is abominable. 
The ratepayers must first deoide whether, 
thtiy will bo tared for tho sewerage system, 
and second how thoy will ho taxed. If 
they decided not to make an improvement 
in the hygienic statu of tho oity it 
would not be the fault of tho council. 
Tho council, ho was sure, had no other 
object iu view than tofavor tho wishes of 
ratepayers who had placed tho sewerage 
problem beforo the council. 

Coun. Grant moved that tho report lie 
received and 1,0(10 copies printed for distri- 
bution. Coun. Yigelius seconded the reso- 
lution, which was carried. 

Coun. Higgins gave notice that at tl\o 
next meeting Iib would intvodiico a bylaw 
for an underground ayatein of soworage; 
alno a bylaw to ostablish a public markot. 

Coun. Smith oxhibitod a plan for the 
location of a high lovol reservoir. Two 
sites wero offered — one at Mr, Poinborlon'a 
and tho other at Mr. Dunsmuir's. Ho re- 
quested that a special mooting of tho 
council bo called to discusa tho matter, 

Coun. Humber asked for information 
if tho contract for the James Bay bridgo 
had boon signod, if a superintendent had 
beon appointed and if ho was not an Am-

Ho was informed by Coun. Robortaon

Captain Fisher, who has had an 
extended experience iu seal hunting along 
the coasts of China and Japan and is a 
thorough seaman, is satisfied that tho in- 
dustry can bo made to pay well during 
the summer months along the Bouth Paci- 
fic coast, as at certain seasons a large num- 
ber of seals have been seen in the vicini- 
ty of tho peninsula of Lower California. 
There aro at present a half dozen first- 
class sealing schooners here awaiting de- 
velopments in the Alaska seizure cases, 
and it is probable that unless a decision 
is reached beforo spring, our Victoria 
hunters will follow in the wake of Capt. 
Fishor and seek tho hunting grounds to 
tho south'ard.

That the death is announced of James 
Stimpson, for forty-four years organist at 
the Birmingham Festival, Mr. Stimpson, 
then a young man of six-and-twenty, 
played the organ at tho first performauoe 
of Elijah, under Mendelssohn's conduc-

It 
seems that an Armenian of the uaiiio of 
Kupolyau noticed that several inhabitants 
of Sivas displayed curious gold coins, 
which, on being questioned as to their 
origin, they said had boon found in a 
region inhabited by poor shepherds. In- 
quiries, and finally excavations, are said 
to have revealed a buried temple, whose 
interior is described as containing jewels 
of all kinds, as well us many gold coins,

ONTARIO'.' 

Sir John's health is not good, and is 
creating alarm. When attending a 
meeting of the cabinet he becainoill and 
had to retire, being unable to return 
during the day. Since leaving for the 
west lie ia very little better, and could 
not speak at Berlin. 

Two car loads of Kingston made 
stoves have been shipped to British 
Columbia. 

The Mounted Police Department 
■tates that Constable Cudlip commit- 
ted the recent robbery at Regina. His 
compauion with whom he escaped simp- 
ly deserted. They are believed to be 
across the lino. 

It is reported that the House of 
Commons will meet about the end of 
January. Instructions have been issued 
to complete the painting and other 
work in progress as quickly as possible. 

In a letter to the World', Mr. W. R. 
Meredith says: 

"I desire to avail myself of the use 
of your columns for the purpose of 
giving an emphatic denial to the state 
merit which Mr. J O'Donoghue is, in 
Saturday's Globe, reported to have 
made at the meeting of the Toronto 
trades and labor council with regard to 
an alleged plan of overthrowing the 
Mowat administration and a conversa- 
tion which he paid ho had with me. 

"No such plan was ever formed, and 
no such conversation ever took place. 
The whole story is absolutely and en- 
tirely false." 

Mrs. Phoebe Wilson, who for years 
past has been doing business in To- 
ronto as a fortune toller, was charged 
at the police court with this offence, 
and with selling a mixture called "Eli- 
xir of Love," to her deluded female 
patrons. Her counsel raised the objec- 
tion that the statute of George II un- 
der which she was indicted was only 
applicable to England and Scotland 
and not to Canada. The police magis 
trate remanded tho prisoner for a week 
to enablo him to look into the objec- 
tion. 

QUEBEC 

The extraordinary statement c c ••*>«•- 
affaira presented by tho insolvent si'rui 
of Sharpe & Mackinuon, Montreal, 
causes great excitement in financial cir- 
cles there. Mr. Mackinnon is still in 
prison, and criminal prosecutions are 
threatened against both the partners, 
who are accused of having raised large 
sums on notes up to within a day or 
two of tho failure. 

The Canadian Pacific is actively en- 
gaged constructing its telegraph lines 
to all important uncovered points in 
tho Dominion. Its line to Sarnia has 
been completed, and offices opened at 
Sarnia, Petrolia, Wyoming, Watford 
and Strathroy. The company express- 
es itself as being very well satisfied 
witn the amount of business it is so- 
curing. 

The Dominion oilcloth factory, Mon- 
treal, has taken fire. Loss $10,000, 
covered by insurance.

Remember that wherever a blow is 
struck at our commerce, tho whole 
Empire must sufler as surely as the 
largest frame is paralysed by one drop 
of deadly poison. And then let him 
deny it who can, that the need is very 
urgent and instant for a complete 
world embracing system of defence, 
whereby, protected at all points, our 
commerce, the life blood of empire, 
may flow unembarrassed by any hostile 
attempts to bring it to a standstill, or 
«von check its course. — Canadian Ga- 
zette.
